Back to the Land 


It is not-' often. that the 
Minister for -Education makes an 
announcement that is received 
with ‘ universal approval. He 
must regard with some pleasure, 
therefore, the reception which 
has been accorded to his state- 
ment- at the annual convention 
of the Association of Secondary 
Teachers last week, that in the 
next school year agriculture 
would be included among the 
subjects in the secondary school 
curriculum, The idea is not a 
new one. Such an innovation has 
been recommended many- times, 
in this newspaper as well as else- 
where. There is much to be said, 
however, for the amendment sug- 
gested by the Cork Agricultural 
Committee: that in rural] areas 
agricultural instruction should 
be provided in national schools 
as well as secondary schools. The 
main difficulty here is the pro- 
vision of teachers; but this can 
be soived, to some extent, by 
sending a panel of full-time in- 
structors upon regular circuit 
tours.. Certain English county 
councils have worked such a 
scheme successfully in the 
primary schools, with the co- 
operation of local farmers and 
organisers of agricultural shows. 
We have argued long that 
the primary curriculum con- 


mental work, and that the allot- 
ment of a large proportion of 
time to practical subjects—farm- 
ing in the country, manual train- 
ing of various kinds in the city— 
would resylt in a genera] improve- 
ment ‘in our youth. It would do 
more: it would place agriculture 
in a position in which it was no 
longer «icespised as a career 
unworthy of any except the 
dullards of the class. It would 
help to make it, as it should be, 
an honourable calling. - It would: 
make ‘‘ Back to the Land” the 
motto of hope and not of hope- 
lessness. Not until such an 
attitude to the farmer’s calling is 
developed in our young people 
will the ‘‘ flight from the land ”’ 
be checked ; for the causes of that 
flight are psychological as well as 
economic.
